Prospering. 

On visiting Nauaimo after tho liipso 
of a twolvomontbjOiiQ cannot but bo"ini- 
pressod with substantial ovidencns of 
real prosperitv. On evorj hand build- 
in{|H. either uew-looking or in coni'Ko 
of erection, strike the eve, and they 
are for the most j)art of a class in 
p)int of size and stylo of architcct uro, 
to do credit to the city of Nsinainio. 
No.whoro are tha ominous wortls so 
commonly to bo aeon in some other 
"cities" — "To Let" — to bo scon. 
Every habitable bouse seem to be 
occupiad; every bufiiuesg Uouse in uso; 
everybody busy and prosperous look- 
ing. The only feature of the young 
"city" that does not -wear a look of 
progressive improvement about it is 
the "vfayB," — the street and bridges. 
Thanks to a long series of injustice 
and neglect on "the part of the Pro- 
vinoial Administration, these are in 
a wretched enough condition. But 
Nanaimo is now a city, has a Mayor 
and Council; and it is confidently be- 
lieved that, with such reasoable Gov- 
ernment aid or cannot well be refused 
now, her ways will soon present an 
aspect more in keer ing with the other 
features of prospoiity. Since the 
City Clerk has received instructions to 
take the census, it ,would hardly bo 
-worth while to guess at the popula- 
tion; but it is quite safe to say that the 
increase during the past year has not 
fallen much bolo\Y twenty per cent. 
During the last throe it must have 
about doubled. Beef-eating may not 
he considered altogether an unfair 
gauge of population and well-being; 
and it may be mentioned that Nanai- 
mo consumes upwards of twenty 
thousand pounds of beef every month, 
to say nothing of smaller meats, fish, 
Ac. But there are, perhaps, more sc.b- 
stantial indicators than beef-eating. 
"Tlie daily output of coal is now three 
hundred and tifty tons; and there is 
about $30,000, iu cash paid out in Na- 
naimo every mouth in respect of the 
coal working alone. Nor has the tide 
nearly reached the tlood. The coal 
output, the principal industry, ia con- 
•tantly on the increase. On Newcaa- 
lle the lost seam has been found and 
presents a most favorable aspect. At 
Wellington (Messrs. Dunsmnir &, 
Go's, mine) preparations are far ad- 
vanced which will raise the output of 
that mine frum one hundred and fifty 
to two hundred and fifty tons per 
diem. Before the year is grey, the 
Harewood will have contributed its 
quota to the general output. And 
hero we have to notice n point of es- 
pecial interest: Mr. Bulkeley.the lucky 
owner and able Diector of Harewood, 
is about to construct an air wire way 
for the transport of coal from 
the mine to the wharf. We have not 
room to enter into a full descrijjtion of 
this novel structure. Let it suflice to 
say that, by means of an endless wire 
cable, rigged on polls, set up after the 
manner of telegraph polls, and a suc- 
cession of baskets or boses thereto at- 
tached, the cable being worked by 
means of a stationary engine at the 
pit's mouth, the. coal will be conveyed 
over the line and the einiit.v hu^cr, 
brought back, tuus transporting coal 
inpuaieSH succession thiought the ."iir, 
Novel as it may appear in tliis country, 
this modo of transport has been more 
or loss in use iu England for some 
years. To cheapness of con8truction|and 
operating.itadds the advantage of facility 
for adopting the shortest route without 
much regard to physicial obstaclos. In 
this very instance, the Bliurtoat \)n\c- 
ticable route for a ground radway 
from the Harewood mine to the water 
would be some six miles; whereaH the 
air line reaches the water in thr:?e 
miles. The placo of ohipnient select- 
ed by Mr. Bulkeloy is the scini island 
promontory in the very centre of the 
City. Whenever the Harewood works 
are completed, it is reasonable to sup- 
pose that the daily ouput of coal vnll be 
brought up to the neighborhood of 
six hundred tons. Taking into acci^unt 
the commencement of railway con- 
fltruction at Nanniujo during the pro- 
sent year, surely wo are justified in 
aaying that the seat of King Coal has 
ft bruiiant tuturo boforo it.
